States if tlx* allied armies are to be

011.** 
World's Larder Examined. 
This is a general statement of a con­ 
dition which only needs to be elabor­ 
ated in detail to show ju st, what we 
have to *1*». 
The time has come when 
this detailed statement can he made. 
Ou r harvest and the harvests of Eu ­ 
rope can now he forecast. 
We can 
also su rvey ou r combined stock s of 
food animals; in other words, tlx* size 
of that part of the world’s larder on 
which we and the allies can draw ^or 
the next twelve months can now be es­ 
timated. 
This estimate shows at once 
that it contains too little for ou r own 
and ou r allies u se u nless we all ad­ 
minister the su pply with the greatest 
care and wisdom. The allied peoples 
are energetically u ndertak ing this ad­ 
ministration. 
It lies now with u s to 
do ou r p art. 
If we fail, the people of 
the allies cannot be maintained at war. 
Their soldiers cannot tight withou t 
food. 
A certain definitely deterihina- 
ble p art of that food mu st come from 
u s. 
Let u s then examine carefu lly tlx* 
world’s larder as it ap p ears today, or 
so mu ch of it as is at ou r disposal. 
I propose to review the situ ation 
first, as regards the cereals, second, as 
regards food animals and their prod­ 
u cts, third, as regards su gar, fou rth, 
as regards vegetables, fifth, as regards 
fish and sea fo o d s , and. finally, as re­ 
gards ou r du ty in tlx* matter. 
Cereals. 
The 1017 harvest is now so far ad- 
vanced that we may compare It with 
previou s produ ction, and with tlx* de­ 
mands which are going to he made on 
it. 
Table No. 1 is given to show the 
normal peace sou rces of the annu al 
su pplies of France, Italy, the United 
Kingdom and Belgiu m, being an aver­ 
age of the three-year pre-war period. 
It will he seen from this table that 
the normal imports of wheat are 38 1,- 
000,000 bu shels and of other cereals 
345,000,000 bu shels. 
The estimate of 
the 1017 harvest in the allied cou ntries 
based u pon crop reports from these 
cou ntries, is as follows:

000,000 against a North American su r­ 
plu s of 95O.OOO.Q00. 
Bu t again a re­ 
serve for neu trals and Increased “car­ 
ry over” will absorb all trie margin. 
In any event it m eans we m u st m u lti­ 
ply ou r exp orts of these cereals 20 
times.

Demand on Ou r Crops. 
The allies are isolate#] from those ; 
mark ets, other than Canada and the j 


able to su pply their requ irements 
cereals other than wheat. 
Wheat Situ ation 
Difficu lt. 
The situ ation in wheat is one of 
great difficu lty and concern, and mu st 
be met by an elimination of waste and 
redu ction of consu mption on the [» art 
o f the allied peoples and ou rselves, in 
one word, by sin effective administra­ 
tion 
o f tlx* available su pply. 
The 
allie s are u nable to u se other 
cereals alone for bread. 
They can 
u se them only as added to wheat flou r 
to mak e tlx* war bread now in u ni­ 
versal u se In Eu ropean cou ntries. Ex­ 
cept in Italy, whose people normally 
consu me mu ch corn, ou r allies have 
few corn mills and cornmeal is not a 
du rable commodity and therefore can­ 
not be shipped in great qu antities. 
Moreover, for generations they have 
bou ght bread from the bak eries; they 
have no equ ipment nor do they k now­ 
how to bak e in tlx* hou sehold. 
Every 
American k nows that it is infeasible 
to distribu te corn bread from bak eries, 
and it is therefore necessary for u s 
to fu rnish ou r allies with su fficient 
wheat to enable them to have a wheat 
basis for the loaf. 
However, they can 
u se and mu st u se other cereals for 
mixtu re in their war broad, and by 
this su bstitu tion and by savings on 
their p art a great deal can ix* accom­ 
plished. 
On the other hand, a deficit 
of 400.000.000 bu shels can bo at least 
partially overcome if we enn increase 
ou r exports from 8 8 ,000,(MX) to 220,- 
000.000 or nearly triple. 
This can he 
accomplished if we will su bstitu te one 
pou nd of other cereals for one pou nd 
of wheat flou r week ly per person; that 
is. if we redu ce #>u r consu mption of 
wheat flou r from five pou nds per week 
to fou r pou nds per week per person. 
It will he no privation to u s and will 
redu ce tlie privation of ou r allies. 
Food Animals. 
Owing to tlx* ascending standard of 
living, the world was already strained 
to su pply enou gh animal produ cts to 
meet tlx* demand before tlx* war be­ 
gan. 
The war has injected into an al- 
roady difficu lt situ ation a nu mber of 
viciou s conditions which are jeopardiz­ 
ing the u ltimate animal produ cts su p­ 
ply of the world. 
The produ ction of 
fodder in Eu rope has been diminished 
by tlie diversion of produ ctive labor to 
war, and its import has been cu rtailed 
by shortage in shipping and by the 
isolation of mark ets by belligerent 
lines. 
From these cau ses not only are 
tlx* actu al nu mbers- of animals de­ 
creasing in Eu rope, hu t the average 
weight and the annu al ou tp u t of dairy 
produ cts per animal, are decreasing. 
A carefu l estimate of the world's 
food animal position shows the follow­ 
ing p osition:

The problem facing the American 
people is not only one of su pplying 
tlx immediate demand of the allies, bu t 
o n e which is more far-reaching in its 
fu tu re significance. „ As the war goes 
<»n there will be a constant lessening of 
the capital stock of food animals of 
Hie world. 
Among ou r western al­ 
es the demand ou tru ns fu rther every 


a larger bu rden <»n North America, tlx 
nearest mark et. 
Shipments from tlx* 
Au stralasian, 
Sou th 
American 
and 
from the continental cou ntries into tlx* 
allied cou ntries have been interfered 
with. 
Their contribu tions mu st he re­ 
placed by increased shipments from 
North America. 
The growth of American meat ex­ 
p o r ts sine« * the war began, most of 
which have been su pplied by allied na­ 
tions, is revealed by the following fig­ 
u res : 
Three-year pre-war average, 493,- 
8 48 .000 pou nds. 
Year ending Ju ne 30, 19 10, 1.339 ,- 
19 8 .000 pou nds. 
The impact of Eu rop ean demand 
u pon <» u r animal 
p rodu cts will he 
maintained for a long p eriod 
of years 
after peace. 
We can contemplate a 
high 
range of 
prices, for meat 
and 
for animal p rodu cts for many years t«» 
come. 
We mu st u ndertak e to meet the 
(h'tnand not only 
du ring the war, so as 
to enable ou r allies to continu e to fight, 
hu t we mu st be prepared to meet the 
demand after the war. 
Ou r h« *rd can­ 
not be increased in a single night or 
in a single y« *ar. 
Ou r produ cers will 
not only be work ing in their own u !- 
timate interest in laying the fou nda­ 
tion of larger herds and flock s, hu t 
will serv<> ou r national inter« *st and the 
interest of hu manity, for years to come, 
if the best strains of you ng animals 
are preserved. 
The increase in herds 
can only be accomplished if we save 
more of ou r rou ghage and raise more 
fodder grains. 
It is worth noting that 
after the war Eu rope with lessened 
henls will, pending their recu peration, 
requ ire less fodder and will therefore 
produ ce more bread grains and im­ 
port less of them, so that we can after 
tlx* war safely redu ce ou r bread grrtin 
produ ction to increase ou r fodder. Bu t 
we mu st lay ou r fou ndation In the 
meantime to increase ou r herds. 
There is only orx* immediate solu tion 
to the short su pply of meat 
fo r ex­ 
port pending the increase in ou r herds 
and flock s which will tak e years. Du r­ 
ing the cou rse <»f the war, we can. ju st 
as with tlx* cereals, redu ce the con­ 
su mption and eliminate the waste p ar­ 
ticu larly among those classes which 
can best afford it. In the meantime* in 
order to pr« it« *ot all of ou r people, we 
mu st carefu lly control ou r meat ex­ 
ports in order that the people shall not 
he denied this prime necessity of life. 
Dairy Produ cts. 
Tlx* world’s dairy su pplies are de­ 
creasing rapidly for two important rea­ 
sons. 
First, the dairy cattle of Eu ­ 
rope are diminishing, for Eu rope is l>«*- 
ing driven to eat its cattle for meat; 
second, the diversion of labor to war 
has decreased th« * fodder su pplies and 
the shortage of shipping has limited 
the amou nt of Imported fodder and 
therefore the cattle which can 1»«* su p­ 
ported and the produ ctivity of the indi­ 
vidu al cow have been redu ce« !. Even 
ou r own dairy su pplies are not k eeping 
pace with ou r growth of popu lation, for 
ou r p er capita milk su pply has fallen 
from 9 0 to 7~> gallons annu ally in tht* 
p ast 15 years. Yet today we mu st ship 
increasing amou nts of dairy produ cts 
to ou r allies. 
The dairy su pplies of the alli« *s in 
normal times came to a considerable 
degree from western Scandinavia. Hol­ 
land and Switzerland, hu t u nder Ber­ 
man pressu re these su pplies are now 
partly diverted to Germany. The men 
u nder arms and the wou nded mu st be 
su pplied with condensed milk in large 
qu antities. 
The net resu lt of these' 
conditions, « h'sjiit« * rigorou s redu ction 
of consu mption among the adu lts of the 
civil popu lation in Eu rope, is that ou r 
alli« *s are still short of large qu antities 
and again the bu rden of th« * replace­ 
ment of this shortage mu st fall on 
North America. 
The growing exports 
of dairy produ cts from tlx* United 
States to the allies are shown in tlx* 
following table:

The only sections in 
which dairy produ cts have had a ris<* 
in price in ap p rop riate proportion t«» 
the increase in in« » st of feeds are those 
produ cing condensed milk and cheese. 
Onr home milk and bu tter su pplies 
are therefore look ed at in a broad way. 
decreasing while ou r popu lation is in­ 
creasing. 
This deficiency of dairy bu t­ 
ter is shown by the increased sales of 
margarine, which show an increase of 
several million pou nds p er month over 
similar periods in 19 15. 
Dairy bu tter, 
however, has qu alities which re« d« 'r it 
vitally necessary for children. 
Milk 
has no su bstitu te and is not only in­ 
trinsically one of ou r cheapest animal 
fo o d s , bu t is absolu tely fu ndamental 
to the rearing of the children. 
The dairy situ ation resolves itself 
into several phases. 
First, it is to be 
hoped that the forthcoming abu ndant 
harvest together with a proper restric­ 
te d u pon exports of feeding stu ffs will 
r« *su !t in lower prices of feed and di­ 
minish the impetu s to sell the cattle 
f*» r meat. 
Second, the indu stry needs 
encou ragement s«* as to increase the 
dairy herd and thu s ou r dairy su pplies, 
for the sak e first of ou r own people 
and second of tlx* allies. 
The people 
mu st realize fix* vital d« *pendence of 
th« * well-being of their children, and 
tlwis of the nation, u pon the encou rage­ 
ment and u pbu ilding of the indu stry. 
Third, we mu st save the wastes in milk 
and bu tter du ring the war if we are to 
provide milk su pplies to all. We waste 
large qu antities of ou r milk valu e from 
ou r lack of national demand for prod- 
; nets of sk immed and sou r milk . 
Pork Produ cts. 
The hog is the most efficient of ma- 
; chines for the produ ction of animal fat. 
The hog not only mak es more fat from 
a given amou nt of feed, bu t also the 
produ cts made are specially capable <*f 
p reservation and most economical for 
commercial handling. 
The swine <»f Eu rope are rapidly de­ 
creasing and the consu mption demand 
indu ced by the war is mu ch increase« !, 
this p articu larly becau se bacon, ham 
I and lard are so adap table for military 
su pplies. 
Moreover, ou r allies are iso- 
i la ted from many mark ets and a large 
amou nt from 
northern 
neu trals 
is 
being divert« *! to Germany. 
While ou r hogs have increased in 
nu mber by 3,000.000 animals, the aver­ 
age weight at slau ghter is falling and 
ou r produ ction is probably only abou t 
maintained. 
Tlx* increasing demand 
u pon u s since the war began is shown 
by the following figu res of comparative 
exp orts:

614.000 pou nds. 
Y« *ar ending Ju ne 30. 19 16, 1.512,- 
376.000 pou nds. 
Wool and Leather. 
Ou r national su pply of both wool 
and leather are less than « >u r needs, 
and we are importing them more and 
more largely, as shown by the follow- 
ing figu r« *s: 
Importations of wool and manu fac­ 
tu res of wool (valu e) for the three- 
year pre-war period, 
8 62,457.9 65; for 
tlx* fiscal year ending Ju ne 30, 19 16, 
$158 ,078 ,271. 
Importations (valu e) of hides, leath­ 
er, and manu factu res of leather aver­ 
age of the three-year pre-war period, 
$133.171,39 8 ; for the year ending Ju ne 
30. 19 16. $177.8 8 0.14)2. 
At the present time the world’s de­ 
mand for these produ cts has increased 
far above the peace level owing to the 
extra consu mption in su pplying the 
armies. This demand is now again in- 
creased by the mobilization of a hirg** 
American army. 
In the face of this, 
not only is the Eu ropean herd decreas­ 
ing, bu t also American sheep have <ie- 
oreased abou t 3,000,000 since the war 
began. 
After the war is over, the va­ 
riou s cou ntries of the world from 
which we formerly drew ou r wool are 
lik ely to retain it for their own u « e 
u ntil their flock s again become normal. 
Su gar. 
The su gar su pply on which ou r allies 
in Eu rope normally draw has be« *n 
tremendou sly redu ce« !, so that they 
mu st have recou rse to other sou rces. 
In consequ ence <»f the shipping situ a­ 
tion the area from which they mu st 
draw* is also cu rtailed and, as a resu lt, 
they are driven into those mark ets 
from which ou r own su pply normally 
arises. 
Fu rthermore, their own pro- 
« lu ction has l»«*«*n greatly diminished. 
Before the war, Eu rope su pplied in a 
large measu re its own needs, throu gh 
the produ ction of h«*«*t su gar, as will 
ap p ear from the following table show­ 
ing the average yearly produ ction and 
consu mption for the five years bef« » re 
the war (19 09 -19 13), in some of the 
chief cou ntries of Eu rop e:

The high price of fodder and meat in 
the United States du ring tlx* past f« *w 
months indu ced by the pressing Eu ro­ 
pean demand has set u p dangerou s cu r­ 
rents in this cou ntry, especially in 
those regions depernlent u pon bu tter 
and the sale of milk to mu nicipalities 
having made it more profitable to sell 
the cattle for meat than to k eep them 
and produ ce dairy produ cts. 
There­ 
fore; the dairy cattle are decreasing 


As appears from the table. France, 
Italy, Ru ssia and Belgiu m were self- 
su pporting, while tl^ie-United Kingdom 
drew Its entire su gar su pply from ex­ 
terior sou rces. The su pply of the Unit­ 
ed Kingdom came to the amou nt of 
abou t 70 per cent from cou ntries from 
which it is now cu t off by the war. 
Ten p er cent came from the East In- 
<lies and 20 per cent from the United 
States and the West Indies. 
The prospective 19 18 crop in France 
has diminished to 207,000 tons and 
that of Italy to 75,000 tons, and they 
are therefore short 59 0,000 tons. 
The 
displacement of United Kingdom su p ­ 
plies amou nts to 1,435,000 tons; and 
therefore, in total, these three allied 
cou ntries mu st import abou t 2,700,000 
tons in order to maintain their normal 
consu mption. 
Of this, 2,000,000 tons 
mu st come from new sou rces. 
The 
distu rbance 
of 
shipping 
re­ 
du ces tix* tonage available and drives 
the demand to a large degree u pon the 


nearest mark ets, the United 
States 
and the West Indies. 
This field has 
since the war increased its produ ction 
by 1.000.000 tons per annu m. How far 
this demand will interfere with the 
American su pply of 4,000,000 tons is 
difficu lt to forecast, first, becau se some 
increased su pplies may be obtained by 
the allies from the East Indies, and, 
second, becau se the allies have re­ 
du ced their consu mption to some ex­ 
tent. 
In any event, if all the enemies of 
Germany are to be su pplied, there 
mu st 
be 
economy 
in 
consu mption 
everywhere. 
The 
normal 
American 
consu mption is abou t 9 0 pou nds per 
person per annu m and is ju st dou ble 
the French consu mption. 
Vegetables. 
We have this year a most abu ndant 
crop of vegetables for ou r u se as a re­ 
su lt of a p atriotic endeavor almost 
u niversal throu ghou t the cou ntry. Ou r 
potato harvest alone promises an in­ 
crease from 28 5.000,000 bu shels last 
year to over 400,0(10,000 bu shels this 
year. 
The <» tlx*r vegetables sire lik« *- 
wise 
enormou sly 
increased 
throu gh 
the p lanting and extension 
<» f millions 
of gardens. 
The sweet potato crop 
promises to he from 10 to 20 p er cent 
above what it was last year, and the 
commercial crop of sweet corn for 
canning pu rposes is estimated to be 
from 20 to 30 p er cent above that of 
last year. 
The commercial crop of 
tomatoes for canning pu rposes will 
probably be somewhere between 10 
and 20 per cent above what it was last 
year. There is an incr« *ase in the acre­ 
age of late onions of abou t 54 p er cent 
over the area harvested in 19 16. 
Fish and Sea Foods. 
The waters of ou r coasts and lak es 
are enormou sly ri« ‘h in f« io<l fish and 
shell fish. Ou r streams, too. contribu te 
a great qu antity of fish. 
Many varie­ 
ties are now not u sed for hu man food, 
bu t are thrown away or u sed for f« *rti- 
lizer. 
Habit lias confined ou r u se of 
fish to a few varieties, and inadequ ate 
methods of commercial handling have 
limited ou r u se of these largely to only 
certain days in the w« *ek . 
With h« *tt« *r 
mark eting facilities, with better u nder­ 
standing of how t«> u se tlx* most varie­ 
ties. 
with 
prop er 
pr« *st*rvat!on 
by 
sn 
■»tig and salting and by establish­ 
ing points for frozen fish, we can in- 
creu se greatly ou r su pply and thu s re­ 
lieve largely tlx* pressu re du e to the 
inn<l« qu ate su pply <»f m« *at. 
We only 
have to harv« » st « >u r owp fish su pply. 
It f«*«*<ls itself. 
Every fish eaten is 
that mu ch gained in solving tlx* pres­ 
ent problem of living. 
The produ cts 
of tix* land ai** conserved by eating 
those of tlx* sea. 


O u r Du ty. 
I have endeavored to show in previ­ 
ou s articles that the world is short of 
food; that Eu rope is confronted with 
the grim specter of starvation u nless 
from ou r abu ndance and ou r waste we 
k e« *p the wolf from the «l«»«»r. 
Not only 
mu st we have a proper u se <»f ou r food 
su pply in order that we may fu rnish 
ou r allies with the sinews with which 
they may fight ou r battles, bu t it is 
an act of hu manity towards f« » llow 
men, women and «’hihlr« *!!. 
By the diversion of millions of men 
from produ ction to war, by tlx* occu ­ 
pation of land by armies, by tlx* iso­ 
lation of mark ets, by belligerent lines, 
and by tlx* destru ction of shipping by 
su bmarines, not only has tlx* home j»r«>- 
du ction «>f ou r allies fu !l**n by over 
500.000.000 bu shels of grain, bu t they 
ar** thrown u pon u s for a mu ch lnrg« *r 
proportion of tlieir normal imports for- 
merly obtained from other mark ets. 
They have redu ce« ! consu mptk m at 
every point, bu t men in the trenches, 
men in the 
s h o p s , and the millions of 
women placed at physical labor r o 
qu ire more foo« l than du ring peace 
times, and the incidence of their saving 
and any shortage which they may su f­ 
fer, falls first u pon women and chil­ 
dren. 
If this privation becomes too 
great, their peoples cannot be main­ 
tained constant in tlx* war, and we will 
be left alone to fight the battle of 
(lemo« *racy with Germany. 
The problem «»f food conservation Is 
on« * of many complexions. 
We cannot, 
and we «1«) not wish, with ou r fr« *e in­ 
stitu tions and ou r large resou rces hf 
foo« i, to imitate Eu rope in its policed 
rationing, bu t w<* mu st volu ntarily and 
intelligently assu me the responsibility 
before u s as one in which everyone 
has a direct and inescapable interest. 
We mu st increase ou r export of foods 
to the allies, ami in the circu mstances 
of ou r shipping situ ation, tlx*s« * exports 
mu st he of tlx* most concentrated 
foods. 
These are wheat, flou r, h«*«*f, 
pork and dairy produ cts. We have oth­ 
er foods in great abu ndance which we 
can u s« * instead of these commodities, 
and we can p revent wastes in a thou ­ 
sand directions. 
We mu st gu ard the 
drainage of exports from the United 
States, that we retain a proper su pply 
for ou r own cou ntry, and we mu st 
adopt su ch measu res as will amelior­ 
ate, so far as may he. the price condi­ 
tions of ou r H*ss fortu nate. 
We might 
so drain the su pplies from the cou ntry 
to Eu rope as by the high prices that 
wou ld follow to force ou r people to 
shorten tlx*ir consu mption. 
This oper­ 
ation of “normal economic 
forces” 
wou ld starve that element of the com­ 
mu nity to whom we owe the most pro­ 
tection. 
We mu st try to impose the 
bu rden equ ally u pon all. 
Action Mu st Be Volu ntary. 
There is no royal road to food con­ 
servation. 
We can only accomplish 
this by the volu ntary action of ou r 
whole people, each element in propor- 
tion to its means. 
It is a m atter of 
equ ality of b u rd e n; a m atter of min­ 
u te saving and su bstitu tion at every 
point in the 20,000,000 k itchens, on the 
20.000.000 dinner tallies and in the 2,- 
000,000 manu factu ring, wholesale and 
retail establishments « if the cou ntry. 
The task is thu s in its essence the daily 
individu al service of all the people. 
Every grou p can su bstitu te and even j 


'''the great majority of thrifty people 
can stive a little—and the more lu xu ri­ 
o u s elements of the popu lation can by 
r« *du etion to « impie living save mu ch. 
The final resu lt of su bstitu ting othfcr 
|ir<nhx.is and saving 
one 
pou nd 
of 
wheat flou r, two ou nces of fats, seven 
ou nces of su gar ami seven ou nces of 
meat week ly, by each person, will, 
when we have mu ltiplied this by one 
hu ndred million, have increased ou r 
exports to the amou nts absolu tely re­ 
qu ired by ou r allies. 
This means no 
more than that we shou ld eat plenty, 
bu t eat wisely and withou t waste. 
Food conservation has other aspects 
of u tmost importance. 
W ars mu st be 
paid for by savings. 
We mu st save 
in the consu mption in commodities and 
the consu mption of u nprodu ctive la­ 
bor in order that we may « livert ou r 
manhood to the array an« l to the shops. 
If by the redu ction in consu mption of 
labor ami the commodities that it pro­ 
du ces and the diversion of this saving 
to that labor and those commodities 
demanded by the war, we shall be able 
t« i fight to eternity. 
We can mortgage 
« •u r fu tu re savings for a little while, 
hu i a piling u p of mortgages is bu t a 
short step toward bank ru ptcy. 
Every 
atom that we save is available for su b­ 
scription to Liberty bonds. 
The w hole of Eu rope lias been en- 
gaged ever since the war began in the 
elimination of waste, the simplification 
of life, and the increase of its indu s­ 
trial capacity. 
When the war is over 
the consu ming power of the world will 
he redu ced by tlx* loss of prosperity 
and man power, and we shall <*nter a 
period of competition withou t parallel 
in ferocity. 
After the war, 
we mu st 
maintain ou r foreign mark ets if ou r 
work ing people are to be employed. 
We shall he in no position to cô rapete 
if we continu e to live on the same 
basis of waste and extravagance on 
which we have lived hitherto. 
Simple, 
ttu u pernte living is a moral issu e of the 
first order at any time, and any other 
basis of condu ct (lu ring tlie war be­ 
comes a wrong against tlx* interest of 
tlx* 
cou ntry 
and 
the 
interest 
of 
democracy. 
The impact of thf* food shortage of 
Eu rope has k nock ed at every door of 
the United States du ring tlx* past three 
y« *ars. 
The prices of foodstu ffs have 
nearly dou bled, and th« * reverberations 
of Eu rop e’s increasing shortage wou ld 
hav<* thu m hred twice as lou dly du r­ 
ing tlx* coming year even had we not 
ont**re« l tin* war. and it can now only 
he mitigated if we can e\« *rt a strong 
control and this in many « lirections. 
We are today in an era of high 
prices. 
We mu st maintain prices at 
su ch a level as will stimu late produ c­ 
tion, for we are faced by a starving 
worhl and the valu e of a commodity to 
tin* hu ngry *s gr« *at« *r than its price. 
As a resu lt of the world shortage of 
su pplies, ou r consu mers have su ffered 
from specu lation and extortion. 
While 
wages f« ir some k inds of labor have 
Increased with the 
ris« * in food prices, 
in <itlx*rs. it has been difficu lt to main­ 
tain ou r high standard of nu trition. 
By the elimination of waste in all 
classes. by tlx* redaction in the con- 
su tnption of foo« lstu ffs by the more for­ 
tu nate, we shall increase ou r su pplies 
not only for export bu t for home, and 
by increased su pplies we cu n help in 
the amelioration of prices. 
For 
Better 
Distribu tion. 
Beyond this the « lu ty has been laid 
u pon tlx* food administration to co-op­ 
erate with the [iatri« » tic men in trades 
and commerce, that we may eliminate 
the <*vils which have grown into ou r 
system of distribu tion, that the bu r­ 
den may fall equ itably u pon all by res­ 
toration, so far as may be. of the nor­ 
mal «‘« u irse of trad« *. 
It is the pu rpose 
of tlx* food administration to u se its 
u tmost power and the u tmost ability 
that patriotism can assemble to amell- 
, o r ate this situ ation to su ch a degree a« 
may be possible. 
The food administration is assem­ 
bling the b« *st expert advice in the 
I cou ntry on home economics, on food 
u tilization, 
on 
trade 
practices 
and 
! trad« * wastes, and on the eomlu ct of 
pu blic eating places, and we shall ou t­ 
line from time to time detailed su gges­ 
tions, which if honestly carried ou t by 
su ch individu als in tlx* cou ntry, we b«*- 
lieve will effoct the r« *su lt which we 
mu st attain. 
We are ask ing every 
home, every pu blic <*ating place and 
many trad« *s, t«> sign a pl« *dge card 
to accept these directions, so far u s 
th« *ir circu mstances permit, and we are 
organizing variou s instru mentalities to 
ameliorate specu lation. 
We are ask ­ 
ing the men <>f tlx* cou ntry who arti 
not actu ally engaged in the handling 
of food to sign similar pledges that 
they shall s« *e t« i it. s« i far as they are 
aid« *, that tlies« * directions are followed. 
We are ask ing all who wish u s well 
and who u ndertak e ou r service to be- 
eome actu al members of the food ad­ 
ministration, ju st as mu ch volu nteers 
in national service as we ou rselves are, 
so that thu s tlx* food administration 
may n« » t he compose« ! of a small body 
of men in Washington and a small 
representation in each state, hu t may 
become a body <»f 50,000.000 people, 
devoted absolu tely to the services of 
democracy. 
We hope to see the in­ 
signia « if membership in every p atri­ 
otic window in the cou ntry. 
Au tocracy finds its strength In Its 
ability 
to 
impose 
organization 
by 
force from the top. 
The essence of 
democracy consists in the application 
of the initiative in its own people. 
If 
individu alism cannot be so organized 
as to defend itself, then democracy is a 
faith which cannot stand. 
We are 
seek ing to impose no organization from 
the top. 
We are ask ing the American 
people to organize from the bottom u p, 
and this is tlx* essence of democracy 
itself. 
The call of patriotism, of hu manity 
and of du ty rings clear and insistent. 
We mu st heed it if we are to defend 
ou r ideals, maintain ou r form of gov­ 
ernment, and safegu ard ou r fu tu re wel­ 
fare.
